Nature  foe  happie,  as  alloc  compofed  me  of  a  temper, 
that  I  bad  rather  die  for  fpeaking  the  truth,  then  Hue 
cythcr  to  Conccale  orDefemble  it  to  your  Maiefciej 
Therforeinthebehalfcofthe  forfaken  Prince  Palatyne, 
your  Sonne  in  Lawe^of  his  forowfull Princefle  your  onlic 
Daiighierj  and  their  mournfull  pofteritiejfor  thelofleof 
their  n.'glectcd  Pfttrimonie  the  Pallatinat,  wherin  my 
Confcicnce  (guydedbythc  truthe)  informes  my  foule 
that  your  Maiefties  honnor  extreamlie  fuffers.  Giue  mec 
leauCjOgiuc  raelcaue  my  Molt  GrariousKing  (  in  all 
humilitie  and  Dutic)  to  fend  thefe  cnfewing  motiues  and 
rcafonSjto  your  Maiefties  ferious  pcrvlal  &  confi  Jeratio, 
thcrby  to  incy  tc  and  ftirre up  your  Royall  refolutions^for 
the  refetching  and  reconquering  therof,  wheron  ac 
prefent  the  eyes  of  the  whole  Chriftian  worlde  arc 
conftanrlic  fixed.  And  thou  great  God  of  Heaven,  whoe 
(at  thic  p'cafureand  in  thie  providence)  fwaycft  the  harts 
and  hands,  the  affections  and  actions  of  all  the  Kingcs  of 
the  Earth  thie  Vic(;gerents ;  So  blcflfe  my  Soveraign  and

Although  it  be  true,that  the  Prince  Palatyneyour  Son 
in LaWj committed  afirfc  crroiir  ofEftate^inafTuming 
and  taking  on  him  the  Crovvnc  of  Bohemia'; will  your 
Majeitie  therfore commit  a  fecond  in  permitting  him  to 
lofehis  Pallatinatiorbecaufc  hcc  wanted  no  Ambition 
but  Judgment  to  attempt  that;  muftyourMatic  therfore 
Want  affection3  2eale,  and  equitie  to  him,  to  the  Princefs 
your  Daughter  and  their  royall  Iffuc,  to  tollerate  &  fuflfcr 
this  •  You  hkewifc  fawe  and  fuftered  the  Emperour  to 
chafticehim  from  Bohemia;  and  therin  you  shewed  an 
act  of  lufticc,  which  celebrates  your  fame  to  all  Europe ; 
but  if  your  Majeftic  permit  him  for  euer  to  ruyne.him, 
and  abfokitelic  to  Depriue  him  of  his  Snd  his  Childrens 
PatrimoniCj  that  wilbe  a  Dishonorable  teftimoni'c  oftoo 
great  difrcpect,  anid  want  of  affection  in  your  Majeftic  as 
being  their  Fatherland  oftoo  much  feare  &  pufilanimitic 
asbeeingaGreat  and  Potent  King  ;  and  this  will  not 
onlie  blemilTi  but  cclipfe  it  to  all  the  world .  Doe  I 
fpeake  of  DishonnorjO  then  Ibefeech  your  Majeftic  to 
confider,  how  long  Honor  is  purchafing,  howfooneloftj 
and  that  having  facrificed  all  the  actions  of  our  life  to 
preferue  it^  wee  needc  but  one  Errour  to  ruync  it;  and  as 
the  meanefc  Gentelman  is  bound  to  this  rule  ,  foe  the 
grcateft  Princes  and  Monarckes  of  the  worlds  haue 
(confeqnentlie)  the  greateft  shares  and  interrefts  in  the 
prevention  therof .  For  the  true  Matchiavillians  and 
Emperickes  of  Eftatc^  who  tearme  honnor  but  fmokCjarc 
deceived  and  ignorant  of  Honnor  ;  Sith  to  defyne  it 


aright,  itk  thepurefc  goldc  of  a  Kingcs  crownc,  and  the 
richeft  Diamond  toembelifhand  adornc  it ;  yea^  it  is  a 
great  part  of  that  which  makes  a  King  a  King,  bccaufe  it 
giues  him  juft  reafon  to  Commaund  his  fubjccts,  &.  they 
as  juft  caufe  to  obey  him^and  which  is  morejthe  retaining 
therof  pure,  and  the  prefcrving  therof  immaculate , 
makes  him  to  bee  both  feared  and  beloved   of  all  his 
neighbour  Princes,  whoe  otherwifc  will  haue  juftcaufc 
to  neglect  &  Contemne  him,  becaufe  he  firft  contemned 
and  neglected  it ,  Soe  were  your  Ma"c,  onlie  a  fpectator, 
and  not  an  Actor,  or  ha4  you  aoc   Intereft  in  the 
Pallatynat,  you  should  then  receiuc  noeDishonnornot 
to  attempt,  or  feeke  thereftitution  therof.  But  fith(for 
the  good  of  your  Difinherited  Children  )  you  hauc  as 
deepe  Intereft  in  that  famous  Province,as  you  haue  in  the 
Royall  blood  which  ftreames  in  their  hartes  andveynes, 
willitnotbeanhonnorforyourMajeftie  to  rcftore  it  to 
them,  fith  it  was  loft  with  shame,  and  a  shame  if  you 
rcftore  not  them  to  it  with  honnor  :  And  in  regard  the 
Emperour  and  Duke  of  Bavaria  haue  conquered  it  from 
them  by  Vfurpation,  will  it  not  bee  an  action  as  full  of 
Compafsionas  glorie^  for  the  King  of  Great  Brittayne  to 
reconquer  it  from  them  with  lufcicc .     And  although 
peradventurc,  the  current  of  other  mens  affections  and 
pafsions,  tranfportyourMajeftie  from  the  true  way  of 
truth,  in  befeeuing  that  the  Dishonnor  of  this  loffc,  falls 
onlie  on  the  Count  Pallaxyne,&  no  way  reflects  on  your 
Royall  and  Sacred  perfon,  yet  thebeft  of  your  fubjccts 
beleeu^j  though  the  woorft  are  foe  treacherous  to  affirme 
the  contrarie,  that  the  Honnor  of  your  three  Crowncs 
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and  Kingdoms,  doe  infinitly-fuiTcr  in  thelofs  of  this  one 
famous  Province,  beaiufe  it  is  the  Inheritance  of  the 
Prince  your  Sonne  in  Lawe,  the  Dowrie  of  his  Princcflc 
your  Daughter,  and  the  Patrimonie  of  ihofc  Royall 
plants  their  Children  ;  In  which  confideration.is  not  the 
lofTe  therof  as  M^orthie  of  your  Comp^ifsion,  as  the 
reconquering  is  of  your  Coiu'age  .

Electorate  (and 
conlequentlie  ruyned  in  his  reputation  foreuer  j  you 
hauc  farre  more  reafon  to  reft  confident  then  incredulous^ 
that  the  Aufrrian  Princes  excepted  of  the  onc{ide,and 
thofe  Princes  to  whomc  you  are  ailyed  by  blood  or 
afSnitieof  theotherj  as  you  will  affurcdiy  make  him  the 
pittie,  foe  you  will  hkcwifeinfallibliemvakeyourfelfe  the 
laughture  of  all  the  reft  of  the  Princes  of  Chriftcndom. 

But  how  can  the  Prince  Pallatyne  hope  of  foe  great, 
andfoe  jufta  felicitic  that  your  Maj<iftie  will  reftore  him 
tohisPallarynatjfith  you  mought  haue  donne  it  w^lrh 
farre  facilitie  and  lefle  charge,  when  Heidelberg  the  head^ 
and  Manheym  and  'Erankendde^  the  two  eyes  of  that 
Province  douragioiifly  held  out, and  were  yet  in  lyfe  and 
vigour  j  and  that  5000,  of  yourfubjccts  then  added  to 
thefe  Valiant  bandsj  which  were  alreadie  there  vnderthe 
Conduct  of  Noble  Ver<'^j,2i\'\i  Braue  Boroughe^^^c'^ouli. 
not  onlic  haue  prevented  the  ambitious  Dcfjgnes,  but 
alfo  ruyned  the  covctous:refolutions  of  the  Emperour, 
and  Duke  of  Bavaria  in  the  vfiirping  therof  5  which  now 
jjoQo.caudifficultliccfFcct.   Haw  can  hee  hope  for  ir^ 


when(undcr  the  cloake  ofconfignation  &  fequefcration) 
hec  lees  with  feare  that  your  Majeftie  hath  given  away 
Frankendale  to  ics  Deprivation  5  How  canhcc  hope  of 
this  courtefie  from  your  Sword,  when  your  Majeftic^and 
your  Ambaffadours,  your  tongue  and  yourpenne  hauc 
actually  conicnted  to  dishonnorhim^by  difpoyling  him 
of  his  Honnors;  For  as  the  Empcrour  juftlie  razed  out 
hi5   Title    of   King    of  Bohsmin ,    foe  your  Majeftie 
derogated     from    the    affection    of  a    Father  ,   to 
ommit  and  exclude    thofe  of  Count   Pallatync   and 
£lector  ,   in  a!l  your   Treaties  ,    and   negotiations 
with   the    Emperour ,    the    King    of  Spayne  ,    the 
ArchdutchcfTe,  ^.wA,  the  reft  of  the  Princes  Electors  of 
Germaniej  vnlefic  your  Majeftie  were  defirous,  that  the 
fayd  Count  Pallatyne  your  Sonne  in  Lawe,  should  be  by 
his  enemies  degraded  of  his  Honnors  and  Dignities 
before  his  tyme,  which  untimely  omifsion  &  connivency 
ofyourMajeUiCj  hath  in  undervalewing  him,  extreamly 
undcrvalewed  your  {t\\^  ^  and  made  the  pride  of  the 
Emperour,  and  his  Duke  of  Bavaria,  flye  a  pitch  both 
beyond  thcmfchies  and  beyond  Ambition.  How  can  he 
hope  for  it,  fith  your  Majeftie  now  permits  that  the 
Dukes  o{  Bmnftvuke^  and  Luneboiirg.Counx.  M.uis field, 
the  Lant^raue  yl/^/r/V^,  with  other  Noblemen  their 
adherents  and  partifans^whoe  haue  wedded  his  quarrel], 
should  now  bee  abandoned  by  your  Treatie,  and  held 
unworthie  to  bee  aficcted  and  protected  by  your  Ma'^ics, 
royall  favour  and  af^ifcance  ,  that  they  whoe  haue  foe 
valiantlie  and  conltanthe  defended  his  caufc,(and  in  it 
thegencralJ  good  and  peace  of  Germanic)  should  now 
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by  yoiit  Treatie  oisuffenpionof  Armes^  be  enforced  to  let ' 
fall  their  fvvordes  out  of  their  handes,  and  with  them 
their  ly  lies.  That  they  whoc  (partlieout  of  affection  to  \ 
him^and  partlie  out  of  your  Majeftiesowne  procurement  I 
and  folicitarion  to  themfelues)  hauc  prodigally  fpent  ; 
their  wealth  and  blood  for  his  fake  and  lerulcc  5  should  j 
now  by  him  and  your  Majeftie,  bee  abandoned  as  a  prey,  ; 
and  facrificed  as  Victymes  to  the  implacable  revenue  of  ■ 
the  Emperour  and  Duke  of  Bavaria  ;  an  Act  foe  odious  ' 
and  dishonnorable  in  the  fight  of  God  and  man,  as  \ 
ncythev  your  Maieftie,  nor  the  Prince  Pallatyne  your  \ 
Sonne  in  Lawe,  can  heare  it  propofed  without  extreamc  J 
ingratitude,  norconfent  therto  without  infinite  shame  '\ 
^nd  cternall  Dishonnor,  both  to  your  pcrfons  and 
memories.  HowcanhchopeforitjWhenheunderftaiids  ■ 
that  manie  of  your  Courtiers  (with  lefle  judgement  then 
pafsion,  and  more  Enuie  then  truth  and  Cbaritie)doc  i 
without  controlcment,  tcarme  the  Princes  of  Germsny 
Traytors  for  hauing  afsift^d  him ,  and  yet  what  hauc  ; 
they  not  hazarded  for  his  affection,  and  attempted  for  ! 
hisfervicc.  How  can  hec  hope  for  it,  when  your  Maieftie  I 
permitted  the  Empcrour,aDd  Duke  of  Bavaria,  to  violate  ! 
in  hoftile  manner  the  Royall  protection,  whcrin  you  \ 
tookc  and  receyued  that  which  rcmayncd  of  the  ' 
Pallatynat,  and  when  you  had  commaunded  your  fayd  \ 
Sonne  in  Lawe  to  Difarmc,  and  hec  and  all  his  Armic  to 
defift  and  rctyrc,  that  then  contrarie  to  your  royall  I 
promife  to  him,  as  alfoe  to  your  owne  expectation,  you  ! 
should  permit  his  Enemies  to  conclude  and  finish  their  ^ 
Conqucft  of  his  Countryc  ;   Which  in  effect  was  to  i 
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roynchim  whome  you  promifedtoafsifc,  A  fcarre  and 
ficatrice,  which  will  infallibly  rcmayne  apparant  and 
notorious  upon  the  face  of  your  Majcfcics  raignc,  except 
the  remedie  and  refolution  of  your  Sword  rcdecmc  and 
dtfaccit.  How  can  hee  hope  for  itj  when  as  the  common 
compalsion  of  thofe  whoe  are  leaft  CompafsionacCj-arc 
/  rwsh  I  cotdd,  as  foone  remedie  as  PUtieyour  deie^ed  EjUtc^  5 
and  that  this  of  yourMajtftie  towards  him,  comes  farrc 
too  short  the  rules  of  vulgar  Charitie,  much  morerlic 
bonds  and  tyes  of  Naturall  and  Royall  affection ,  fit:i 
your  Majefticis  fo  farrc  from  remedying  his  wronges, 
as  you  wil  not  pittie  them^  and  which  is  worfe,  you  can, 
but  will  neytherpitticj  nor  remedie  them.  How  canhee 
hope  for  it,  when  you  haue  permitted  that  all  his  fortunes 
bee  onlie  reduced  to  hope,  and  his  feare  to  Difpayrc. 
How  can  hce  hope  for  it,  when  ( fith  it  is  an  injuric  as 
TtiUm  Mimm  reporteth ,  To  laugh  at  other  mens 
Calamities  and  misfortunes)  that  fo  manic  of  your 
Subjects,  and  which  \%  woorfe,  of  your  Courtiers, 
lycentiouflie  infult  and  triumph  at  his  overthrowes, 
and  fcoffc  at  his  afflictions  ,  without  confidcring 
that  hee  is  the  Husband  of  our  Princefse ,  and 
our  Kingcs  onlic  Daughter,  and  his  Children  our 
Royall  plantes,  of  the  Stocke  and  Blood  royall  of  Great 
Brhtaync^,  and  without  receiving  any  punishment,  or 
checke  from  your  Majeftic,  for  the  bafc  cnormiric  of 
this  their  foule  ingratitude,  and  ineivill  Difrefpcct  and 
Contempt,  whome  you  may  cafilie  difccrne^difilnguishj 
and  finde  out"  from  your  faythtull  and  loyall  hearted 
Subiccts,  fith  there  is  as  creat  Ehffcrcnce  betwixt  the 


laft  and  the  firft,  as  there  is  bctvveenc  true  ProteFidmi. 
andinfolent  and  dangerous  P^^/f/x.  And  to  condudt 
and  shut  up  this  poynt^  How  can  hec  hope  for  it^  whea 
you  will  not  honnour  or  affect  his  PrinccfTc  youc 
Daughter,  and  their  famous  and  flourishing  Pofteritic 
lb  much^as  in  thcfe  theyr  immeritcd  mif cries,  to  reccyue 
and  harbour  them  into  the  Sanctuarieof  your  Kingdom, 
It  becing  the  laft  courtefie  and  confolation ,  which 
Nature  tells  mee  theyr  Princelie  byrthdeferues^&your 
royall  Blood  owes  them. 

And  yet  againe,  this  neglected  and  dejected  Prince 
your  Sonne  in  Lawe,  hath  contrariwife  much  reafon  to 
hope,  that  your  Majefties  Royall  woord  and  promifc 
ingaged  for  the  reftoring  of  his  PaSatymt^  (added  to  the 
confideration  of  your  owne  Honnor,  which  inviolablic 
tyes  you  therto)  will  in  the  end  incy  te  and  ftirre  you  upp 
to  Drawe  your  fword,  for  the  effecting  and  performance 
therof  5  For  the  vvordes  of  Kinges  should  bee  (acred, 
and  their  promifes  inviolable ,  the  Lawcs  of  Nature 
and  Nations,  tying  them  to  the  obligation  ofthcfirfr, 
thofc  of  Grace  and  Heaven  obliging  them  to  the 
performance  of  the  laft,  AndifyourMajeftie  bcpleafed 
to  forget,  yet  the  rcprcfentiue  Bodic  of  En^Und^  the 
Lords^  Knightes^and  Burgeffes  of  your  Highe  Court  of 
Parliament,  muft  and  will  remember,  that  your  Majeftic 
protefced  unto  them  folemnlie  5  That  (eythcr  by  Treatic 
or  by  the  Svvord)  you  would  caufe  th^Pdl/Atymt  to  bee 
reftored,  though  to  the  hazard  of  your  owne  Kingdoms ; 
Or  if  your  memorie  (which  in  all  other  actions  is  exquifit 
and  excellent)  should  forget  your  promifc    in  that 
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poynt ;  yet  the  ludgcmcntsand  undcrftandings  of  your 
Maiefticslubiccts  arc  more  then  affu red  and  confident, 
that  your  Royall  pennc  affirmed  ic  to  your  Printer,  and 
hcc  CO  vs  in  your  DecUrAttoHy  wherof  lookc  how  manic 
thoufand  Bookes  there  are  extant,  foe  many  witneflcs 
(without  exception)  thcrr  will  rcmayhe  againfc  your 
Ma"«.  that  you  onlie  made  diat  promife  and  proteftation 
purpoflie  to  breake  it  ^  For  till  they  (ee  the  contraric,  the 
moft  loyall  and  faythfull  of  them  will  never  beieeueir, 
CthyourMajeftiemay  performcicbut  will  nor,  and  fich 
at  your  pleafure  you  hauc  the  meanes,  both  to  humble 
the  pride,  and  toicourgethep  'Werof  thcEmperour,and 
to  make  the  Duke  ot  Bavaria  repent  with  blood  and 
teares,  for  his  inlatiable  Ambition  and  Vfurpation,  in 
vfurping  and  bereaving  the  Pallatynatc  from  your 
Children. 

And  becaufe  the  affayres  of  the  World  (refembling 
the  ebbing  and  flowing  of  the  Sea)  arc  ftill  fubiect  to 
revolution  &  change,and  onlie  conftant  in  unconftancic, 
asalfoe  that  (^f/^r/^/^^/iayth)  good  is  never  fepcratcd 
from  Evillj  and  that  ic  is  impofsible  for  us  to  avoydc 
misfortunes  or  adverfe  accidents^  becaufe  Plutarque  tzWs 
us,  thatProfperitie  is  ftill  tranfitoric,  never  Permanent. 
Soe  I  befeech  your  Majefcie  toconfider,  that  if  uppoti 
any  unexpected  Accident,  you  should  breake,  and  hauc 
Warres  ey ther  with  France,  Spayne,or  the  Netherlands, 
whatabraue  afsiftancc  of  German  Rciftrcs,  you  should 
ftill  haue  at  your  Commaund  from  the  Count  PaUatync^ 
your  Sonne  in  Lawcjof  his  Subieccs  and  Friends,  if  hec 
had  agayne  the  Commaund  of  his  Countrye,  and  alfoc 
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how  ncceflariethofc  troupes  of  Cavalrie  would  bee  for 
your  Maiefties  fervicc  .  eyther  to  make  or  divert,  to 
beginnc  or  end  a  warre.  Whcrof  if  Hemic^  the  IIIL  of 
France  (of  immortall  fame  and  memorie)  were  ftill 
living,  hcc  could  giue  your  Maiefcie  a  true  prefidenc  and 
inftance  therof  in  himfelfe,  when  his  affayrcs  were  loe 
wcake and  defperatCjas  hee  was  inforced  to  haue  recourfe 
to  their  afsifrancc,  the  which  Levies  his  Sonne  now 
raigning,  hath  verie  unkindlie  denyed^  to  acknowledge 
and  requite  to  the  Count  Palfatyne  your  Sonne  in  Lawc, 
now  ill  the  extremitie  of  this  his  affayres  and  afflictions. 
And  to  ^fcend  from  earthlie  regards  to  heavenlie 
Confiderations  y  If  all  thefe  former  Motiues  cannot 
prcvaylewith  your  Mafcftic ,  to  purchafeand  effect  his 
defirc  5  yet  laftly  hee  hopes  that  you  willdrawe  your 
Sword  to  performe  it,  for  that  Religions  fake  which  is 
immediatly  derived  from  God,  or  for  Gods  fake,  from 
whomc  (as  from  the  bleffcd  and  facrcd  Fountayne  of  all 
Happincfs)  all  true  Religion  hath  its  true  byrth,  lyfe,  and 
propagation  5  and  farre  thcfooncrhee  hopes,  that  your 
Majeftie  will  attempt  it  with  Courage,  and  profecute  it 
with  refolution ;  Sith  God  hath  made  your  Maieftie  the 
Defender  of  the  Fdhhy  and  hee  and  all  the  Churches  of  his 
TaliAtjmt  did ,  and  then  agaync  will  profcffc  the  fame 
Fayth  which  you  Defend,  wheras  now  they  are  infected 
with  the  drcgges  of  Idolatrous  Poperie,  and  polutcd 
and  defylcd  wuh  the  myftes  and  fogges  of  prophane 
Superftition. 

But   Illuftrious  Prince  PfiUatynz^''^  becaufe  it  is   a 
difputablequcftion^whether  thy  Courage  or  Misfortune 


bcc  greater;  therforc  I  gricuc  with forowc  and  lament 
with  Gricfc  to  fee  all  ihefc  fayrc  hopes  of  thine ,  foe 
untiraclie  wythercd  and  reduced  to  nothing,  and  thou 
haft  nowe  tryed  to  thie  prciudice,  and  feeae  to  thyne 
ownc  VVoefulI  and  fatall  experience,  That  hope  which  is 
built  uppon  other  mens  promiflcs,  and  maintayned  by 
forraigne  power,  proves  moft  commonly  ruynous. 

And  will  not  your  IS4aicftie  then  bee  fencibIe,of  this 
fruitlefle  and  fatall  hopes  of  the  Prince  your  Sonne  in 
Lawe,  which  were  whollie  grounded  uppon  the  fandof 
yourpromifes,  as  yours  are  uppon  the  fnowc  of  the 
Emperours  and  the  King  of  Spaynes.  For  to  reprefent 
you  Truth  in  her  naked  coulIers,(&  not  in  an  adulterated 
attyre  and  tincture)  and  foe  to  poynt  at  that  poynt  of  the 
Compaflc,  from  whence  the  contrarie  wyndes  hauc 
blowne  your  Maieftie  all  thefc  feverall  tempefts  of 
dishonnor,  and  your  Sonne  in  Lawe  thefe  ftormes  of 
adverfitie ;  hath  ic  not  becne  your  too  much  connivencic 
in  relying  uppon  the  deceiptfuU  flatteries  of  the 
Emperour,  and  your  too  exccfsiue  confidence  in  trufting 
to  the  temporifing  promifes  of  the  King  of  Spayne 
which  bath  occafioned  it  j  For  by  their  Ambafladours 
and  Letters,  haue  they  not  depaynted  you  the  reftitutioif 
of  the  Pallatynat  foe  eafie,  as  in  afllirance  therof,  you 
became  pafsionatly  rcfolute  that  you  had  farre  lede 
rcafon  to  doubt  then  to  belecue  it.  And  yet  to  the 
whole  world  afwell  as  to  your  owne  Subiects  it 
adminiftreth  more  caufe  of  admiration  then  beliefe,  to 
thinckethatyour  Majefcie  who  is  the  wifeft^&learnedcfr, 
ycaoncofthemoft  potent  Kinges  of  the  world,  should 


thus  bee  contented  with  Drofsc  for  Golde,  with  shame 
for  Honnor3and  fcdde  with  verbal!  promifTes  in  fzccd  of 
rcall  performances ;  For  your  Majefcie  knowes  (and  your 
Subjects  are  not  ignorant)  that  Car/ik^^  BrtHGll^BelfnH^ 
and  weHon^  have  fpent  infinite  much,  and  yet  gotten  juft 
nothing  from  theEmperour^bythcyrfcverallJegationSi 
asalfo  that  that  which  they  fpcni  abroad,  and  your 
Majeftieat  honiCjin  Entertaynments^Feafts^and  Guifts, 
on  the  Emperours,  the  King  of  Spayncs,  and  the 
Archdutchefse  Ambaffadours ,  would  undoubtedlie 
have  reconquered  the  Pallatynat,  and  what  is  this^  but 
their  malicious  and  pernicious  poh'cie  to  drayne  your 
Majeftics  purfe  dric,  and  to  exhsuft  your  Exchequer; 
therby  purpoflie  to  clippe  the  v/inges  of  your  CourngCj 
power,  and  rcfolution,  from  flying  to  the  rcfroration 
of  the  Pallatynat  ^  Neyther  shall  your  Majeftie  have  jufc 
caiifc  to  accept  againft  nice,  for  heere  joyning  the  King 
of  Spayne  with  the  Emperour  in  the  Detcniion  thcrof* 
fith  their  fwordcs  and  forces  aequallic  Conquered  it,  or 
if  not  the  King  of  Spayne  (as  the  vulgar  beleeue)  for  the 
Emperour,  yetundoubrcdhetheEmperourandDukeof 
Bavaria  (as  the  cleereft  fighted  knowe)  for  the  King  of 
Spayn  ^  bccaufe  uppon  the  whole  the  Emperour  is  more 
the  King  of  Spaynes  fervant  and  creature ,  then  the 
Duke  of  Bavaria  is  the  Emperours,  and  therforc  that  it  is 
rather  more  to  bee  feared  then  doubted,  that  as  heefirrc 
tooke>4/A:and;^^^/^  for  the  Emperour,  and  everfince 
keepcs  them  for  himfelfe  ;  that  right  foe  hee  iRtcnds  to 
dcale  with  the  Pallatynat ;  and  if  your  Majeftie  would 
but  turne  your  back  to  Spviync,  and  your  eyes  to  the 


Pallatynat,  you  will  then  confirme  my  oppinion^  vvhcras 
(with  a  fearful]  jeloiific)  I  apprehend^  that  turning  your 
backe  to  the  Pallarynat,  and  your  eyes  to  Spayne,  you 
rnaye  peradvcntute  pafsionatlie  oppofc  and  contradice 
it  •  For  as  the  difeafes  and  iniquitie  of  our  tymcs,  and  the 
Vanitic  of  our  Natures  are  fuch^  as  manic  tymes  wee  fee 
Ambition  gives  aLavve  to  Nature^  and  the  ftrongefc 
fvvord  proves  moft  commonlic  thebeft  right  and  tenure. 
Soe  notwithftanding  that  the  Emperour  bee  pufled  upp 
with  joy  and  pride  for  this  his  good  fuccels  ^  yet  the 
KingofSaynethinckes  that  the  Pallatynat  is  but  a  debt 
dcvvc  to  his  VertuCj  and  a  tribute  to  his  Ambition  and 
Greatnefse. 

And  that  your  Majefiie  mayc  the  more  perfectlie  and 
apparantlie  confider  them  deftinctlic  or  joynrlicj  and 
foe  looke  from  theyr  tongues  to  theyr  hartes,  from  theyr 
wordes  to  theyr  actiorjs,  and  from  the  barke  of  theyr 
Frkndshippc  to  the  tree  of  theyr  Intents ;  Sixartfeftkmr^y 
from  the  Emperour,  brought  onlie  Complements  buc 
noe  deeds  nor  hoapcs  of  reftitution  of  the  Pallatynat; 
Bofqtm  from  the  Archdutchefs,  (under  the  cloakc  of 
truft  and  confignation)  carried  ^\y^.y  Fr^iffkendal(L^,  the 
laft  hoftage  and  pledge  of  that  Province  ;  and  lafc  of  all 
Aiexid  {KvithWis  ftatelieEmbafsye)  pretended  from  the 
fayd  Princefs,  but  intended  from  the  King  of  Spayne, 
came  to  Comply  with  your  Majcftie,  to  make  fayrc 
weather  of  all  fydcs^  to  kccpe  cvcrrchyrd  m  \\\s  ncaft  and 
your  Majeftie  Sword  frill  rifcing in  his  fcabberd  ;  yea  if 
the  hartes  g{  Ir/ijoca^  Adcndoz/t^  and  Colnmba,  (wliomc  I 
reverence  and  honnor  for  the  hcnnor  of  theyr  piac^^'s) 
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were  as  vifiblc  and  tranfparent  as  lulm  Drufus  wished  hit 
hoLife ;  Then  (norwithftanding  all  theyrveluett  wordcs 
and  filken  protcfcacions  and  vowcs)  your  Maicftic 
should  fee  without  pcrfpcctive  or  fpcctacles,  that  the 
moft  retyrcd  Article,  and  fecret  myfteric  of  theyr  Kinges 
Commlfsion  to  them  is;  To  give  thcyr  InfAnu  to  our 
niuftrious  and  famous  Prince cW/^y,  but  infalliblic  with 
this  provifo and  refcrvation,  ftill  to kecpe  the  Pallatynat 
forthebchoofc  and  ufe  of  the  King  theyr  Maftcr ;  And 
what  clfc  doc  all  thefe  feverall  Arabaffadours  in  England, 
and  whervnto  tend  all  theyr  feverall  legations,  but  onlie 
CO  concealc  the  III  which  is,  and  to  pretend  the  Good 
which  is  not,  in  the  defignes  and  refolutions  of  the  King 
theyr  Mafter  5  For  in  all  theyr  Treaties  and  Negotiations 
with  your  Maieftie  and  your  mynlfters,  what  doe  they 
clfe  but  purpoflie  play  theyr  prizes,  in  practifing  theyr 
chiefeft  invention,  Arte,  and  skill,  to  procraftinate  the 
reftitution  of  the  Pallatynat,  making  cveric  dayc 
produce  newc  Ditficulties  and  Evafions,  till  in  the  end 
they  have  made  the  Cure  woorfe  then  the  Difeafe,  and 
which  ( without  the  helpc  and  afsiftance  of  your 
Maieftics  fword)  willverieshortlie  prove  incurable,  and 
meerlie  Phyfique  after  death  ;  For  the  Emperour,  the 
kingof  Spayne,  and  the  Archdutchcflfe,  doe  onlie  feed 
your  Maieftie  with  the  emptie  ayreof  hoapes,  and  with 
the  bitter  fweet  fugar  of  manie  flattering  and  falfc 
promifes,  that  they  will  reftore  the  Pallatynat  to  the 
Prince  your  Sonne  inLawc,  whiles  they  in  themeanc 
tyme  (with  as  much  treacherie  as  filcnce)  doe  heerbye 
onlie  gayne  tymc  (in  working  and  procuring  theyr  owne 


cads)  to  rcpayrc  and  renewe  the  fortifications  of  that 
Countric,  till  in  the  end  they  ( Hke  Molcvvarps)  have 
therein  taken  firme  footing,  and  made  thofe  Cities  ancj 
Caftles  which  were  eafie  to  fubdue,  become  difficult, 
^nd  ihe  difficult  impregnable ;  For  the  King  of  Spaync 
playes  the  Practicke  with  your  Majeftic,  whiles  you 
proiefle  the  Theorie  to  him  ;  you  give  him  contemplation 
lor  action,  hee  returncs  you  action  for  contemplation  % 
for  whiles  you  are  enterrayoing  and  flattering  your 
thoughts  with  hoapc,  hce  and  his  Factor  the  Duke  of 
Bavaria^  hath  crowned  his  hoapes  and  front  with  the 
Lawrels  of  the  Pallatynat,  that  daintie  peece  and  rich 
and  bewtifull  Prouince  of  Europe  ;  neyther  is  it  your 
MaieftiealonCjbut  the  French  King  hkcwifc^  who  hath 
given  too  confident  an  care  to  the  Syreen  tunes  ^  and 
charmcs  of  Spayne  ;  for  whiles  their  pradifes  and 
machynations  threw  him  to  a  pernitious  &  facrilidgious 
Warre  againft  his  ownc  Proteftant  fubjecrSj  then  Spayn 
recovered  the  T^altolyne.  and  dcflowred  the  Fortes  ai^d 
pafTages  of  the  Grifcns,  and  whiles  he  (by  his  GondomAr) 
luird  your  Maieftic  afleepc  with  the  melodie  ol  the 
Matchjthenhee  finiflhed  theConqueft  of  the  PalJatynar. 
Onlie  your  Majcfcies  dishonnor  hcerin  is  farre  greater 
then  that  of  the  French  King  ;  bccaufe  his  rcmifliefse 
permitted  but  his  Confederates  to  bee  ruyncd,  but  your 
Maicftie,  your  Confederate  your  Sonne  in  Lawe^your 
onlie  Daughter  his  wife,  and  their  Royall  pofccritie. 
Thus  as  the  Cyclopc  VcU^^hcmm  devoured  his  pafTcngcrs 
one  after  another,  foe  doth  the  Kmg  of  Spayne  care  upp 
whole  Countries  and  Provinces.  Ana  whcrco  lends  all 


this  formidable  Ambition, powcr^  and  greamcfsc  of  hi^, 
but  onlic  to  fill  the  failcs  of  his  glorie  ;  Whiles  youc 
Ma"c.  and  other  Potentates  and  Princes  of  Chriftcndom 
moft  inconfidcratlie  (  I  may  fay  shamefiiUie)  ride  at 
Anchor  in  the  Portes  of  falfc  feeuritie>  and  therlore  of 
true  danger;  and  wheninto  tends  all  this,  but  in  the  end 
to  afpire  to  the  whole  Empire  of  the  Weft,  as  your 
Majeftie  heard  though  would  not  belecuc,  from  yourlaCc 
Aflemblic  of  Parliament,  which  our  finncs ,  and  youc 
Enemies,  caufed  you  to  make  and  inticle  but  a 
Convention, 

Air  Europe  can  bearc  witneflc  of  your  Majefties  two 
yeares  pious,  intercecding,  and  Chriftian  endeavours 
and  refoIution,to  have  the  Palatynatreftored  by  Treatic^ 
and  although  the  Emperour  hath  fuperficially  promifcd 
and  the  King  of  Spayne  artificiallic  vowed  it  5  yet  ftill 
your  Majeftie  k^%  contraric  effects,  and  ftill  they  fortific 
thePallatynat,notfor,but  againft  the  Prince  your  Son 
inLawc,  as  if  they  had  given  a  Definitive  fentenceand 
periodc  to  thcyr  refolutions,  and  made  it  an  Orthodox 
Article  of  their  Fayth,  ftill  tokecpe  and  never  to  rcftorc 
it  to  him,  or  his  poftcritie  ;  yea,  the  Emperour  is  foe 
glutted  with  his  victories,  and  the  Duke  of  Bavaria  foe 
furfctted  with  his  good  fortunes  (in  both  which  the 
King  of  Spayne  infults  with  joye,  and  triumph  with 
cxhileration)  that  they  are  now  foe  farre  from  thincking 
of  re(citution,as  they  difdayne  it ;  Alexunier  xhzGiZdX^ 
(whofe  gcncroficic  was  ycc  farre  greater  then  his  fame) 
shewed  fuch  tcftimonies  of  his  moderation  and 
Magaanimitie;  as  hce  gave  thofc  whome  he  fubdued  and 

conquered 


conquered,  more  caufc  to  rcioycc  then  rcpync  at  his 
Victories,  yea  hcc  shewed  infinit  Vcrtuc  and  Charitie  in 
his  power,  (and  thefc  twoe  cannot  bee  better  shewca 
then  in  giving  lymitts  to  power.)  But  it  feemcs  the 
Empcrour  is  continuallie  foe  inflamed  with  choUer,  and 
tranfported  with  revenge  towards  the  Count  Pallatync, 
jour  SonneinLawc^as  hee  is  whollicunmindfulleythcr 
of  Charitie  or  VertuCjhee  mought  have  added  glorie  to 
his  Victories  and  Raigne,  if  his  Ambition  finding 
profperous  fuccefse,  could  have  bccnc  content  with 
Hieafurc  and  moderation  foe  necefl&rie  in  all  Chriftians, 
and  foe  requifit  and  relucent  in  Princes  5  But  what  or 
whie  fpeak  I  of  Charitie  or  Moderation  in  the  Emperor, 
when  al  1  the  world  can  teftifie  with  mee,  that  his  quarrel! 
is  foe  implacable,  and  his  malice  and  revenge  foe 
inexorable  to  the  Prince  Pallatync  your  Sonne  inLawc, 
and  the  Princes  and  Nobles  of  Germanic  his  adhserents, 
as  hee  hath  given  them  all  juft  caufc  to  flye  to  fuch 
remedies  as  difpayre  gives  to  necefsitic,  therby  to  feekc 
to  prcfcrue  their  lyues  with  their  honnors  ,  and  their 
honnors  with  their  lyues.  And  as  hoape  mought  but 
feare  cannot  bee  capable  in  them  to  declyne  their  vallour 
and  courage  ;  foe  had  they  not  then  reafon  to  banish 
hoapc,  when  they  apparantlie  fawe  they  could  hoape  for 
nothing  but  for  Dilpayre  in  the  mercy  Icfsc  mercie  of  the 
Empcrour.  Hee  leaves  them  (till  profcripts,  although  it 
had  beene  farre  more  Noble  for  him  (whoe  holdes  the 
firfr^and  nobleftRanckc  ofChriftendom)  rather  to  have 
made  them  tafte  the  fruytes  of  his  mercie,  then  to  fceic 
the  effects  of  his  Indignation ;  and  is  ftill  fo  crrcconcilablc

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and  vindictiiiCj  as  if  hce  hath  vowed  to  adopt,  and  make 
revenge  a  Vc'rtuej  and  rclolvcd  and  fwornej  thaticshall 
bee  the  laft  thing  which  shall  die  with  him. 

Ney  ther  cann  your  Majeftie  juftlie  conceyue,  that  this 
inveterate  malice  of  the  Emperour,  and  boundlcfsc 
Ambition  of  the  King  of  Spayncjs  onlie  bent  and 
intended  againft  the  Prince  Pallatync,  your  Sonne  in^ 
Lawe  ;  but  likewire(by  vertue  and  reajon  ol  the  fame 
rule  ol  V(urpation)  againft  your  royall  felfe.  Sith  wee 
cannot  cutt  a  finger,  but  wee  wound  the  Arme,  nor  cute 
offeanarme^but  wee  indangcr  the  whole  Bodie  •  And 
what  doth  this  Imperious  Iwallowing  downe  of  the 
Pallatynat  by  the  Emperourj  the  perfidious  ufurping  of 
ihcCamofts,  of  the  Gr}foHS,^x\d  the  eager  threatning  the 
totall  fubverfion  of  the  Netherlands,  by  the  King  of 
Spaync,  elfe  portend  and  implye^  but  onlie  to  cut  off 
theletts^and  obftacles^  that  with  the  more  facilitic  they 
maye  after  make  theyr  approaches  to  affaylc  your  own 
Kingdoms  &  Domynions  5  which  treacherous  defignes 
and  refolutions  off  theirs,  if  your  Majeftie  will  not  now 
beleeue,  and  accordingly  feckc  and  endeauour  to 
prevent ;  It  is  to  beefearedjyealfayeagaynjitis  to  bee 
feared,  that  wee  yonr  Subjects  shall  feelc  thtm  hereafter, 
when  wee  shall  have  juft  caufe  left  us  to  lament,  but 
neyther  meanes,  power,  nor  tyme,  to  remedie  and 
prevent  it.  For  thincke  what  your  Majeftie  will,and  fayc 
what  you  pleafe,  yet  your  beft  fubjccts,  and  not  the 
woorft  W  ittsand  Statefmen  of  your  Kingdoms  knowe, 
that  when  the  Emperour  and  King  of  Spayne,  bearc 
I?rincelie  Fredmcke^  the  Sonne,  that  at  that  veric  inlunt

and  act,  they  undoubtcdlie  thrcatned  Royall  Hmes  the 
Father;  and  that  (in  the  lofs  of  the  Pallatynat)  your 
Ma;eftie  uppon  the  whole,  is  dangerouflie  wounded  and 
ftrucke  at  through  hi.s  fydc,  afwell  in  the  honnor  of  your 
Sacred  perfon,  as  in  the  wcllfare  and  fafctic  of  your 
Efrates  and  Kingdoms. 

Give  not  caule  O  Great  King^that  the  malice  of  the 
Prince  your  Sonne  in  Lawes  Encmyes  prevayle  aboue 
your  pittie  and  affection,  nor  theyr  Vfurpation  aboue 
your  luftice, and  although  fome5/4;*;j-A  En^tshmm^^xi^ 
English Spanyards^  playc  the  Afercuric^  wuh  you,  to  bring 
the  Argu^  eyes  of  your  judgment  and  power  afljepe, 
fccming  to  have  new  Mynervds  inclofed  in  thcyr  braines, 
therbye  to  inchant  your  fences  and  to  ca(t  your  aflfection 
and  Vndcr(anding  into  aLethargie;  yet  it  will  bee  ajuft 
and  honnorable  refolution  for  your  Majcftie,  that  in 
regard  the  Emperour  will  alFoord  noe  favour  to  the 
Count  Pallatyne your  Sonne,  that  thcrforc  (according 
the  fence  and  letter  of  the  fame  rule)  hee  defcrvcs  to  have 
none  given  or  shewen  him  by  your  Mijcftie  his  Father 
in  Lawe  ;  and  as  your  Royall  hart  is  tlie  Temple  of 
Equitieand  luftice,  foe  can  there  anir*.  thing  bee  more 
jult  and  equitable,  then  to  make  the  Vfurpe '  rcftore ; 
yea  it  is  as  neceffarie  as  jufr,  for  your  ;vlaiefci.^  to  caufe 
this  reftoration  of  the  Pallatynat  ^  fith  to  fpc.»ke  to  the 
Emperour, or  Kingof  Spayne,  of  thereftituti.'ntherof, 
is  but  to  fpcaketo  the  wynde,  A:id  itistodecciue  your 
MajcftiesdeepeknowledgCj  and  to  bctraye  your  folidc 
judgment,  to  thincke  that  ever  it  will  bee  reftored^  except 
by  your  Sword.  Noe,  noe,  it  muf  t  bee  your  Sword^  not

your  Tongue^  not  your  Treaties,  not  your  Letters,  not 
your  Ambafsadours  which  muft  rcfctch  it ,  if  Gvei  your 
Majefcie  defire  and  intend  to  haue  it  refetched ,  For  all 
other  meanes  arc  flcdd,  and  have  now  abandoned  and 
forfaken  you,  and  this  of  Warre  is  onlic  left  you  to  eftect 
itj  which  will  not  faylc,  nor  cannot  deceive  you  in  the 
performance  therof ;  For  otherwife  like  Ptolomais  in 
(Suydas)  you  mayc  pleadc  your  fclfe  to  death  in 
expectation  and  hoape  therof  by  Treaties,  before  you 
feeit  reftored.  And  that  the  policie  oftheEmperour, 
theKingofSpaync,  and  Duke  of  Bavaria,  maye  in  all 
rcfpeets  equalize  theyr  Ambition  and  Malice,  in  the 
rcfolute  and  conftanc  Detention  of  the  Pallatynat  5  maye 
it  pleafc  your  Majeftie  agayn  and  agaync  to  cafe  the 
eyes  of  your  Confideration,  to  fee  how  cloflie  they  have 
dealt  with  the  Pope,  to  fulminate  and  thunder  out  from 
his  V^^atican  fome  falie  and  irreligious  Aphorifmes,  therbye 
the  better  to  over-vaylc  and  the  more  authentically  to 
couller  outj  the  monftrous  Deformitie  of  this  theyr 
Vfurpation  therin  ;  Wherofjof  his  2^.1  will  at  this 
prefent  content  my  fclfe  to  (elect  &propofe  unto  your 
Majeftie  the  three  laft.

Faliatync^,  you  Sonne  in  Lawe^and  his  Heyrcs ;  wherbyc 
your  Maieftie  maye  palpablic  fec^  andplainlic  obfcrve, 
the  letts  and  difficulties^  yea  the  impofsibilitie  which 
your  Majefcie  maye  expect,  for  the  reftoring  of  the 
ValUtynat .  And  although  I  jufclie  confefTc  my  felfc  (for

the  Emperour^or  of  the  Princes  Electors  agayne  to  make 
faft  and  ihutt,  if  now  they  doc  nor. 

Having  thus  given  fix  Aj^horifmcsKo  t^Tc  Pope  for  his 
three,  I  now agayncin  all  hi.railicie  and  Dutie  embolden

the  Contrarie .  Yea,  you  have  fiuall  caufe  and  Icfsc 
reafbn  to  apprehend  or  fcarc  the  Emperours  power, 
whoeindcede  is  of  vericfmall  or  noe  power,  without 
that  of  ^Z^;;^.  And  if  Spayne  will  ftill  Countenance 
and  Commaund  this  his  ufurpatiqn  of  the  Pallatynat, 
then  hee  is  your  Sonne  in  Lawes  Enemie,  as  much,  or 
more,  as  the  Emperour,  and  foe  to  bee  cfteemcd  and 
held  of  your  Maieftie,  and  noe  osherwife  .  And  for  the 
reft  of  the  Germane  Princes    whoe   fyde  with   the 
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Ensperour  j  you  have  noe  caufc  to  fcand  cy thcr  in  nccdc  i 
or  in  feare  oi  theyr  Forced  &  power,  for  although  tne  J 
honnor  of  the  Empire  bee  frequent  in  theyr  tongues,  1 
yet  iheyr  ovvne  Intereft  and  endes ,  are  more  dceplic  *j 
rooted  in  theyr  hartes^  and  take  iipp  the  firft  place  in  ; 
their  rcfolutions,  j 

Your  Majefrie  Iiath  a  long  tyme,  yea  too  long  tyme  ! 
looked  from  t-  e  Prince  Pai]at\neyour  Sonne  inLawe,  - 
in  fuftcring  him  thus  to  bee  Dejected  and  deprived  of  j 
his  Pajlatynat  ;  yca^and  the  whole  world  fpare  not  to 
fpeake  and  affii  me  this  truthe  5  that  you  are  more  ] 
defirous  of  reft  then  of  Honnor,  in  permitting  and  ] 
toUerating  it  •  Kee  is  a  Prince  fuller  of  hoapes  then  of  \ 
misfortunes,  and  his  Valior  and  Vertucs,  make  him  ' 
more  Worthie  to  bee  an  Emperour ,  then  to  bee  j 
beaten  by  an  Emperour,  And  all  thefe  crofles  and  * 
lofTes  of  his  5  are  but  the  aflauits  of  Fortune,  the  ; 
exercyfe  of  his  patience,  and  the  tryallofhis  geucroficic  J 
and  Conftancic .  Your  Majcftic  hath  fccne  hnn  ruyned,  ■ 
and  yet  it  lyes  in  your  power  and  pleafure  to  repayrc  i 
thoferuyncs  of  his,  and  to  make  himashappie  as  now  i 
heeis  miferablc. 

Looke  uppon  the  Princcfse  his  wyfe,  and  your  '■ 
onlie  Daughter,  and  you  shall  findc  that  all  her  ■ 
Husbands  misfortunes  and  loflcs,  doc  noe  way  blemish  j 
but  rather  llluftratc  her  vertues,  as  ir  h.er  fortitude  ] 
and  refolution,  were  to  Devyne  to  bee  outbraved  \ 
by  amie  earthh'e  Croffes  and  afflidions.  For  the  i 
remembrance  of  Reafon  &  Honnor,of  her  Blood  and  her  *=! 
Vertucs^  comming  to  forme  it  felf  in  her  imderfcanding,  i 
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Riakcs  Kcr  ro  entertayne  different  accydcnts  and 
afflictions  with  an  sequall  erected  conltancyc,  and 
although  shee  have  dnhc  this  Comfort  and  Confolation 
left  her,  that  shce  is  not  the  caufe  of  her  Misfortune ; 
ypt  thofc  whoe  fee  herBevvtie,  and  knowe  her  Vcrtues^ 
doc  likewyfc  knowe,  that  shee  whoe  is  one  of  the 
GrcateftLadycs  of  the  world^  should  not  bee  reduced 
to  this  poynt  of  myferie  and  misfortune,  to  bee  one 
of  the  Poorclt  and  leaft  of  the  world  ;  Sir,  God 
hath  made  her  your  Daughter,  and  our  Princcfse,  and 
adorned  her  wirh  foe  manie  Vertues,  as  shee  rather 
dcfcrves  to  bee  Eniprelse  of  the  whole  world,  rhea. 
Ladyeof  a  (mall  Province;  Shee  inheriteth  the  Name 
and  Vcrtues,  the  Majeftic  and  gcncrofitic  of  our 
Immortall  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  is  a  Princcfse  of  fuch 
excellent  hoapes  and  cxquifite  perfections,  that  I 
cannot  fpeak  of  her  without  prayfc,  nor  prayfe  her 
without  admiration,  fich  shee  can  bee  imraytated  by 
none,  nor  parraleld  by  ahie  but  by  herfelfe  ;  And  ycC 
will  your  Majeftie  neglect  her,  and  will  you  noc 
drawe  your  Swordc  in  her  juft  Qiiarrcll ,  vvhofc 
Fame  and  Vertucs  hath  drawne  molt  hartes  to  adore, 
all  to  admyrc  her, 

Looke  uppon  thofc  Princclie  plantcs  thcyr  Children, 
and  your  Majeftie  shal  finde,tbat  iheyr  lookes  and  fronts 
doe  alreadie  in  their  InfanciCjjuftly  threaten  to  revenge 
their  Father  his  loffcs  and  indignities  •  and  firh  they 
are  Dcfccndcd  from  your  Royall  Blood  and  loync?, 
will  your  Majeftic  fiiffcr  ihcm  to  bee  ruyned> 
as  loonc    as    borne,   and  that    the    Greatnefsc   of 
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thcyr  Blood  should  onlie  fervc  to  make  thcyrafflictions 
and  misfortunes  the  greater  5  Harmlefsc  andlnnoccnc 
foules,  what  have  they  done  to  your  Maicftie,  that  you 
should  fuffer  them  thus  to  bee  Difinherited,  or  rather 
what  should  not  Nature  prompt  you  to  doe  for  them, 
agayne  to  reftore  thern  to  theyr  Patrimonie  and 
Inheritance  ;  For  if  you  will  affect  them  you  muft 
pittic  them,  and  you  cannot  fufficientlie  pittic  them, 
except  you  remedie  and  revenge  theyr  wrongcs ,  by 
rcpayring  the  ruynes  of  theyr  decayed  and  Shipwrackcd 
forttmcs,  m  that  of  theyr  Fathers. 

AH  the  actions  of  Demetrm  favoured  of  Royaltic, 
and  none  will  foe  much  royalize  your  Raigne,  and 
immortalize  your  Fame,  as  this  of  reftoring  your 
Children  to  their  Patrimonies  your  famous  Predcccflbrs 
and  Progenitors  of  eyther  Kingdom,  were  too  generous 
fencible  and  Delicate, to  digeft  or  packc  upp  the  leafc 
affront  or  injuric  whatfocver,  though  from  the  greateft 
Princes  and  Potentates  of  the  world,  much  lefse foe 
great  a  one  as  is  this  of  the  Lofsc  of  your  dcareft 
Childrens  Patrimonie,  from  foe  weake  a  Prince  as  the 
Emperour,  (whofe  power  gives  the  lye  to  his  forme,  and 
comes  farre  too  short  of  his  Dignitie  and  reputation) 
wherintheHonnorofyour  Sacred  perfon,  and  alfoe  of 
all  your  Kingdomcs  and  Eftates,  doe  m^ft  cxtreamlic 
(O  that  I  might  not  faye  shamefullie)  fu£fer,  for  they 
made  it  both  theyr  practife  and  glorie  x.o  ftrike  thofe 
firft,whoe made  but  the  leaft  shew  orshaddowe,  eyther 
to  threaten  thcmj  or  to  wichholde  that  from  them  which 
they  ought  to  reftore  \  Yea,  they  have  paft  the  Seas  with 
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royall  Fleets  and  Armycs^  afwell  for  Defending  iheyr 
Confederates,  as  for  keeping  and  reconquering  of  a 
poore  Cittic  ;  And  will  not  your  Maicftie  then  take 
Armes^  for  the  regayiii^^g  and  reftoring  of  foe  rich  a 
Province  as  the  FdUiynAt^  to  the  Prince  your  Sonne  in 
Lawe,  to  the  Princelse  your  Daughter^  and  to  theyr 
Royall  pofceritic,  which  is  one  of  ifte  goodly  eft 
Countries  oi  Europe,  and  wherin  there  are  loe  manic 
ftrong  Cicries,and  Caftles. 

And  as  the  French  (in  Rowe)  give  out  agaynfc  the 
Duke  o{ Savoy,  that  the  delayes  which  the  Pope  made  in 
the  judgement  of  the  Marquifat  of  Saluffes  were 
infupporrable,  that  they  had  too  long  Difputed  and 
pleaded  for  theyr  owne,  and  that  therforc  it  was  high 
tyme  (yea  more  then  tyme)  for  them  to  decyd'',  that 
quarrel!  with  the  Cannon^  in  the  pUyncs  ot F/edmonf  ^ 
Soe  hath  your  Majcftie  juft  caufe  to  faye  to  the  Emperor, 
the  King  of  Spayn^  and  Duke  of  Bavaria/or  the  reftoring 
of  the  Pallatynat  ;  yea  let  your  Courage  but  animate 
your  Defignes^  and  your  Subjects  will  execute  thcmj 
For,  give  them  but  the  worde  of  Commaund  to  refetch 
it  by  Warre,  and  your  Majeftic  will  then  fee  they  will 
act  wonders  with  theyr  Swordes,  not  onlie  anfwcrable 
to  your  defires  and  expectation,  but  beyond  the 
Emperours,  the  King  of  Spaynes,  and  the  Duke  of 
Bavaria's  beleife^and your  Nobilixie  and  Gentrie  (out of 
theyr  true  zeale  and  innate  affection ,  to  the  famous 
Princefse  your  Daughter,  her  Husband  and  Pofceritie) 
will  flye  frcm  Thar^es  to  Khj/ic^^  as  to  a  Fayre^,  or 
Wedding,  and  you  shall  have  more  Gentelmen  in  this 


action,  then  ever  Germme  Armie  beheld ,  or  Sfamsh 
confronted.-  And  although  money  (which  is  the  true 
cymcnt  and  fynewes  of  Warre)  feeme  now  fcarcc  in  your 
Kingdomes^  and  that  your  Bounties  hath  made  your 
Exchequer,  and  Treafor  cmptic  ;  yet  if  your  Majeftic 
will  be  picafed  to  fecure  but  this  one  doubt  and  fcarc  of 
your  Subjects,  that  your  Souldiers  may  eate,  and  not 
your  Courtiers  devoure  the  monycs  which  a  Parliament 
will  give  and  rayfe  yon  for  this  cnterprife,  you  shall 
then  aflTuredlie  finde  dnil/tdyes  in  your  England,  and  more: 
hugefommes  ofmony  cheerfully  Contributed,then  that 
action  can  anic  way  takcuppor  expend  5  you  shall  findc 
that  one  Herauld  will  doc  more  good  then  all  your 
Ambaffadors  have  performed.  And  as  the  Mathematici- 
ans h^^-ld,  that  therighteftand  ftraighteft  Lyne  is  ftill  the 
shorteft ;  Soc  your  Majeftic  shall  undoubtedlie  findcjthac 
the  rightcft  and  shorteft  way  for  you  to  recover  the 
Pallatynat  will  bee  by  your  Sword.  When  Scotland  was 
not  yet  added  by  your  Majeftic  to  England^  tngland 
(holding  herfelfe  bound  in  poynt  of  Honnor)  hath  fent  a 
blackc  Frince  into  Spayne^  a  Drake  and  EJfex,  into  Portugal^ 
and  an  EjfeXy  w^llotigbhie,  Norrke,  and  Faurh/sher  into 
France,  with  ftatelie  Fleets  and  PvCgiments,  to  rcftorc 
Difinhcrited  Kinges  to  theyr  Kingdomes,  whoe  were  yec 
but  our  Confederates,  and  will  not  your  Majeftic  whoc 
hath  fo  happilie  Vniccd  and  Wedded  Scotland  to  England, 
and  whoe  is  the  powerfulleft  Monarch  that  ever  fwayed 
the  Brittish  Sceptre,  attempt  and  performc  the  hkc  for 
the  Pdnce  Pallaij/ne youv  Son  inLawe,  and  the  Husband 
efyouronlie  Daughter  ourPrincefse^  our  hands,  harts, 
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and  fwordcs,  bccing  of  as  good,  and  of  as  excellent  a 
temper  as  ever  our  Prcdeccnors  wcre^  having  as  it  were 
|i  hands  of  Steele,  and  harces  of  Diamonds,  for  the  attemp- 
ting and  finishing  of  this  HonnorablcEnterprife  ;  If  the 
King  of  Spayne  will  not  abandon  his  Coufen  iheEmpe- 
rour,  should  your  Majefcic  abandon,  or  rather  should 
you  notafsiftand  protect  the  Count  Pallatyne  your  Son 
in  Lawejflgaynft  the  Err,pcroiir.  Or  if  there  cnfue  hereon 
anicbreach  betwixt  your  Majcftie  &  thcKingofSpayn; 
hath  he  not  given  you  juft  caufc  to  undertake  that  v/arre, 
which  is  foe  Iu£t,Honnorablc,  and  Charitable,  as  to  the 
eyes  and  ccnfures  of  the  whole  world,  it  bcares  its 
perfwafion  with  it  5  And  if  your  actions  and  refolwtions 
befuch,  that  you  refolvc  rather  to  give  Spayne  caufc  to 
fcarcyoiijthen  to  take  anie to  make  y#urMajefcie  feare 
Spayne,your  Maicfr ie  shall  then  infalliblie  fetch  (ccutitie 
Out  of  danger,  and  drawchonnor  out  of  shame  ;  yea, 
if  you  willcouragiouflierefolve  to  cut  this  Gcrdion  knot 
with  Alexander^  and  to  pafTc  this  Rubkon.  with  C^ftr, 
you  shall  then  trulie  and  tryun^phantlic  participncc  of 
the  ones  Fame,and  of  the  others  Glorie  5  and  this  indeed 
will  make  your  Maieftie  live  after  Death,  and  reviuc 
agayn  in  your  fame,  as  the  Phsenix  doth  out  of  her  ashes, 
.  And  noe  fooner  shall  your  Drummcs  beate,  and  your 
Coiillers  bee  difplayed  uppon  the  banckes  oi  Rbync^-^ 
but  your  Majefties  fword  shall  put  a  newe  face  uppou 
Gfr/w4;?/c^,  and  make  £;sjg/^W(confequentlie)airume  her 
cldc  one,  which  was  ever  woont  tolookemore  M^rtiall, 
sind  Icfse  Effemynatc,  Icfse  contemptible  to  our  Friends, 
and  itill^BOxc  terrible  to  our  Encmyes,

can  pofsiblie  give  to  the  adorning  of  your  Raigne  or 
y6ur  Death ,  to  the  embellishing  of  your  Tonibe  or 
Chronicle  j  Is  the  recoverie  of  the  Pallatynat  a  great 
action  fConfider  I  befccch  you,  that  you  arc  a  Great 
King  &  a  Potent  Monarche  5  doth  it  produce  difficulties? 
what  important  entcrprifc  ever  was,  or  can  there  bee 
withrfu  them,  or  ^vvhat  cannot  the  hartes  and  fwordes  of

And  although  yourMajeftiedeh'ght  and  glorictobee 
xtdLxm^A^  A  Frmcc^ of  Peacc^Vy ^tl^ti  your  Peace  live 
and  flourish  in  Honnor,  and  not  wyther  and  dye  in 
Contempt  and  sh^mc  •  Por  God,  whoe  is  the  Protector 
©f  Princes,  will  rather  relccvc  then  ruyne  them,  and 
rather  defire  and  autborifc  theyr  rcftoration  to,  then 
thcyr  deprivation  from  theyr  Countryes,  and  it  will  bee 
farrceafier  to  belecvethen  to  reprefent,  the  joy  which  all 


the  bcfc  and  trueft  harted  of  your  Subjects  wHl  rnnccyue, 
vgcn  they  shall  fte  yaitr  M^jefties  ivjord,  a.^  dceplic 
mgaged  inthe  cjuarrcllof  the'Pallaiynar,  as  your  Sceptre 
and  Honnor  is  in  the  caufe  therof ;  Out  hmous  E/^zaheth 
dk\bc2Ltc  S/aync^,  and  shall  our  Royall  and  PotcntKing 
I  AMES  feare  itj  Befidcs^wcfeq our truftie Neighbors 
and  Friends  the  HollmderSy  refyc  uppOD  \^\q  poyntes  of 
theyr  Swordes  for  theprefervarionoftheyr  Eltaresand 
Lyues;  and  therin  they  infallibiiefinde^  the  lecuritieof 
thcone^and  the  fafctie  of  the  other,  by  Detecting  and 
Dcrcfting  the  Treacheries  of  ^^^^^d-,  which  is  ftillmore 
prevalent  and  powerful!  in  theyr  cahnes  of  Peace,  then  in 
iheyr  tempcfts  of  Warre,   and   ic  will  bee  noe  fmaJl 
felicitie  to  your  Majeftie,  to  fee  (thcfc   valiant   and    » 
conftant  Confederates )  how   couragiouflie   they  will 
fccondyour  VVarlike  attempts  in  this  reftoration,  and 
how  confcantlie  and  refolutelie  they  will  marrie  theyr 
Forces  to  yours,  and  with  theyr  befc  powers,  piishe 
foorth  rheChatiocof  yourtriuo^-phs  agviynft  theHoiifc 
oiAuJlria, 

P.^ocecd  Great  King  with  this  action  foe  full  of 
Glorieaud  Honnor^  and  the  God  of  Heaven  and  Earth 
make  your  Majcftie  ftill  happie  in  your  Peace,  and' 
victorious  in  your  Warrcs;  And  becaufe  it  is  a  difficult 
poynt  to  fatisfic  our  (elves  and  the  tyme  together  ;  yer 
(notwithftanding)  I  hope  that  your  Majcfcie  will  pardon 
thisboldnefs  and  aftectioii  of^myhe  ;  except  it  bee  held 
a  Crime  to  honnor  mv  .Kin2-csDaue^5tcr,  and  to  dcfirc 
theprofperitic  and  vrclfare  of  the  Prince  her  Husband, 
and  theyr  Royall  pofccricic  \  which  next  unto  that  of
